State Produces Six Per Cent of Nation's Total; 
Analysis of Important Agricultural Unit 


(The following analysis of the 
hay crop and situation in Califor- 
nia with the aecompenying chart 
Was prepared for The Times by 
Cc. T. Boyd, director of research 
for the Federal Securities Corpo- 
ration of Los Angeles.—Ed.) 


California produced almost 6 per 
cent of the total hay crop reported 
in the United States for the last 
year, the average yield per acre, 
being 70 per cent greater for the 
entire State than the general av- 
erage for the whole country. The 
actual return to the producers in 
California represented more than 
5.8 per cent of the farm value of 
the total American hay crop, 178, 
762.000 being added to the State's 
wealth from this single source. 

Improved methods of produc- 
tion and handjing, increased farm 
efficien in other words, — 
te be the reason for the steadily 
intreasing yield per acre and out- 
put, deapite the slowly decreasing 
acreage which has been devoted to 
the crop. This increased yield is 
not a P enomenon to be credited 
to 1923. The increase has been 
steady during the five-year period 
under discussion and is a substan-' 


tially expressed reward to the men 
and the communities reaponaibie 


for it. 

The 2,066,000 acres, shown in 
the center graph of the accom-! 
panying chart, titled “acreage.” 
represents the California area de- 
voted to the production of tame 
hay in the year 1923. This acre- 
age represents approximately 2 per 
cent of all the tame hay land re- 
ported under cultivation in the en- 
tire United States. 

It should be noted, however, that 
during the last four years the acre- 
age has been slowly decreasing.

PRODUCTION INOREASE 
The production for the last year, 
5,268,000 tons, shows a slight in- 
crease over the year 1922, and as 
is indicated on the chart represents 
a yield of slightly more than two 
and one-half tons r acre. This 
yield te highly se ry when 
compared with the 3 yield 
for the entire country. The aver-

For the 
benefit of the alfalfa, as well as 
the ‘clover and other hay produc- 
ers, it would seem to be for the 
best interests of all concerned that 
statistics on the specific hay crops 
should be available. Statistics are 
valueless and frequently misiead- 
ing where they do not give us an 
insight on the conditions as they 
actually exist.

HIGHER PRICES 

The outlook for the present year 
is one of exceedingly higher prices, 
probably surpassing those of the 
peak year of 19290. 
respects these higher prices 
to the consumer this year will 
reflect themselves later on in the 
increased prices of certain foods. 
It is known at this time that a 
larger number of range cattle are 
being disposed of than would nor- 
mally be the case. due to the in- 
sufficient food on the ranges and 
the precaution of the cattlemen are 
taking against the day when their 
stock will require dry feed, that 
period just previous to the green 
feeding following in the wake of 
the rainy season. 

In certain sections where 
farming is carried on the outlook 
is far from promising.

Im the sections where irriga- 
tion is used the tame hay crops 
are showing up quite well and in 
so far as the returns on these are 
concerned the present outlook is 
one of higher prices than previ- 
ously recorded. In any event there 
will be a 1 of alfaifa at 
least. The Production within the 
State will not be sufficient to meet 
our requirements.
